It was in keeping with this coiossal 
and incredible folly that every advan-

Combined military and naval man- 
œuvres were carried out at enormous | 
expense, and foreign attaches were called | 
upon to witness the performance and 
learn its lessons. This was beneficial 
to their own minds and pockets, for it | 
saved their countries the cost of similar 
experiments, | 

The British mercantue marine was | 
largely manned by alien sailors, In 
one short period of half a year more 
than 6,000 aliens arrived in the United 
Kingdom to ship in British vessels, 
altheugh at the time 2,000 British 
seamen were out of employment.

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A Typical Mountain Sheep. 

In any attempt to gange the position there 
are two factors which must not be over- 
looked which are of the greatest momént. 
The first of these is the fact that the British 
farmer aims mainly at the production of 
mutton, while the foreigner aims mainly 
or entirely at the production of wool, With 
the British farmer the fleece is a subsidiary 
consideration, because the value of the car- 
case is so much greater than the value of the 
fleece, while to the Colonial breeder the 
carcase has scarcely any value whatever. 
Second, the finest wool can only be produced 
in hot, dry climates, and our insular climate 
is much too moist for the purpose. There is 
also another consideration generally over- 
looked, and that is this: in the Colonies the 
sheep is essentially a wild animal, and as such 

rovides for itself; here the sheep is more or 
ess domesticated, especially when kept on 
arable land, and the high feeding and forcing 
and attention necessary to early maturity and

marketing do not tend to the production 
of the finer wool, It seems, therefore, hope- 
less to attempt to compete-with the foreigner 
in the quality of the wool; but, on the other 
hand, it is fully admitted that the foreigner 
cannot produce mutton of the quality we can 
produce at home. And soit seems that the 
aim of the English farmer will be to produce 
sheep yielding mutton of the highest quality 
and attaining maturity at the earliest date, 
and to regard the quality of the fleece asa 
minor matter.

The Leicester was 
ticularly hard hit, but by infusions of 
incoln blood greater size and increased 
weight of wool—with some loss of quality or 
ropensity to fattening—were secured. е 
foreign demand for ТАпсо!п rams for cross- 
ing with merinoes created a boom in Lincoln 
rams, and the farms of those who bred these 
animals became entirely devoted to the 
growth and well-being of the rams. The | 
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boom has now ceased, and the Lincoln seems 
to have entered upon a period of less marked
